The number of chemists 
who have investigated’ this substance is, 
of course, cnormow, and they have come 
from every country; but’ we are alwaye 
proud to remember ‘that it was an Eng- 
lishman, *W. H.. Perkin, who produced 
the first,dye that could -be made on a 
technical:seale. He' was a business man 
as well as a chemist, and’he ran a very

Tar must be louked ‘upon as the king of 
the waste products, Lt is not likely that we 
ahall find anything that will furnish such 
an enormous number of useful anbstances 
But there are numerous interesting cases 
of. waste products that have proved gold- 
mines (o the men who havé found ways of 
gurning them to usefulness, The volatile 
substances given off in the making of char- 
vonl from wood, for example, have becume 

» important. In the old way of tak. 
i chareoal all the Juable products 
(wood spirit, woetic acid. acetone, ete.) 
were entirely lost, but to-day they are the 
wwost important of. the substances obtain-

All the great industries give us 
examples of the finding of use for waste 
products. [nv the cotion trade -we have 
the cotton, waste, which consists of the 
short and unsuitable fibres left over from 
the spinning. At first this found very 
few uses, and could be obtained for next 
tu nothing. Then, ag wore uses were 
found for it, ita value went up. It was 
largely used as a packing and cleaning 
material for engines, At the present time 
it has an extremely important ise in the 
imuking of gun-cotton.. Baron vou Lenk, 
-in Attstria (about 1947), was the first man 
to use cotton successfully on-w urge scale, 
far making gun-cotton, although he was 
not the inventor of the process, The 
¢otiun was dipped in a mixtire of strong 
sulphuric and nitric ucids, and subse- 
quently washed and dried, Sir Frederic 
Abel, in England, made many inrprove- 
ments upon this process, and since then 
cotton waste has been very largely wséd, 
and many explosives firms haye got riches 
from it. “ i 

Silk waste. too. has proved very profit. 
able, chiefly for working up into cheap 
silk materials. There was a paragraph 
recently in.the daily papers reparting the 
death of Lord Masham of Swinton Park, 
Masham, Yorkshire. He was the son of 
the first baron, Samuel Lister, whio magle 
@ large fortune from silk waste, 

Tt is the agricultural world that seems 
to get the Lenefit (doubtful sometimes) of 
a large number of the odd and end waste 
substaners of various industries, If you 
can Gnd ne other use for a waste material, 
you ean probably work it off either as a 
cattle food eras a fertiliser, At least 
this is what one might he led to beli 
after learning about the disposal af L 
numbers of waste materials, : 

Among the fonds we have linseed cake 
(the waste after pressing out the oil from 
linseed); catton cake, ete; brewers’ waste 
(brewers' grains, ete.) ; cvcor-shells {the 
waste 4 got in. the preparation, of 
cocoa). : 

The most noteworthy of the waste pro 
ducts that have been ted as chemical 
manures is that known as basic slag. In. 
thy early days of the famous Bessemer 
procuss for making steel great diffeulty 
was experienced im removing the phos- 
phorus, which. if present in more than 
extremely minute quantities, spuils the 
quality of che steel. Messrs. Thomas and 
Gilchrist found a very simple method fo: 
removing it. They simply lined with 
magnesiz and lime the vessel in whica 
the molten steel was to be prepared. The 
phusphorus left the lime and Magnesia. 
When the lining was unable to také up 
any more phospheras, it was removed 
and-thrown away as waste, the accumulat. 
ing heapy being a great nuisance. But 
it was discovered that this basic slag, 

as called, would make a very good 
manure, as it contained phos 

phates in considerable quantity. It. was 
‘ground fine, and sold for this purpose 
with very. grent success. : ae

Inthe second place, Britain hag: but- 
tressed the world’s credit. Every one 
‘remembers the panic in the carly days of 
‘August, 1914, when securities of all kinds . 
were tumbling to apparent disaster. 
Britwin stopped thut panic,. and began ‘ 
from the very start uf the war to advance | 
loans to its Allies to the final extent of . 
over five billion dollars (£1,000,000,000). 
-In.-the third. place, Britain has pro- 
vided the other Allies with vast quantities . 
of shipping, coal, material, and other 
vital necessities, 

dn- the-fourth: place, we have raised 
huge popular loans for the conduct of 
the war; the lagt Victory Loan totalled

In the fifth place, the five British nations 
recruited under the volunteer system 
millions of men before they were. obliged 
to, resort to conseription, I do not 
advocate the volunteer system, because 
of ity injustices and inefliciency, but I 
think thore is cause for pride in realising 
that millions of. Britons from all over the 
world offered themselves voluntarily for 
the war, | 

At the present moment we maintnin a 
great army oon the’ French front apart 
from aur other lurge armies in Egypt 
and other parts of Africa, in Messopo- 
tamia, Palestine, and Suionika. The 
word “ inaintain,” meats -that—we -keep 
up that huge mass of men to fighting 
strength, constantly replacing the terrific 
drain of killed, wounded, and sick. 

German propagandists, with the idea 
of creating friction between the Allies, 
have tried 1o .spread the legend that 
Britain keeps the bulk of her Army in 
England ‘0 repel invasion. . That is 
characteristically untrue, The military 
forees in England consist of troops in 
course of training; oldish men, and the 
last. reserve line, which we stil} call 
“ Volunteers,” or, better, Home Defence 
Men, All these latter are over milifary 
age,

The investigation of waste materials is 
often very fascinating, and sometimes 
leady tu startling results. This was the 
case With the Waste earths obtained in the 
making of incandescent mantles. Small 
mountains of these wastes were piling up, 
and Bara von Welsbach set himeelf in 
investigate them. By means of clectricity 
he obtained lumps of metal frum them. 
He was cutting one such lump with his 
knife, when he found that there was 3 
remarkable sparking ffect. He soon 
saw that this had commercial possibili- 
ties, and the outcome of ib was the pre- 
paration of those wonderful lighters that 
hava beeome so commen now, —Welsbach 
sold his German patent for thirty thou 
sand pounds, und also got large sumy for 
patents in’ other countries. This was 
truly a profitable waste product. 

As the years go on waste products are 
constasitly disappearing from industry, 
The great competition in trade and the 
lowering of prices have made it essential 


fur factories tu: utilise or dispose of all 


their waste material, and processes that 
leave large margina for waste have not 
much chance of success. This is more than 
ever necessary now that we have to make 
up for the enurmous wastage of war. 
Perhaps most of what one may call the 
gensational discoveries ‘with regard to 
waste substances have already been made, 
but there is still w great field for research 
work, and a lot of money still to be made, 
There is the woud-pulp industry, . for. 
example, A. Bulletin issued by the Fores: 
try Branch of Ottawa in 1913-stated that 
‘ever ong hundred and forty-five thousand - 
cords of puip-wood, valued at eight 
thousand dollars, were fost annually in

IL-4 COMPLEX PROBLEM. 


(by DR. EB. dy DILLON} 


In the other half of the Empire the 
struggle. ussumed 9 different character 
owing Wainly to tho special conditions 
that swayed and shaped tho auction of the 
combatants, The Magyars having ruled 
a large portion of the land for a thou- 
sand years, their right to go on ruling it 
was nowhere called in question. More: 
over, the rades which they. held in sub- 
jection were inferidr to . themselves, not 
with inborn qualities, but in’ the actus 
attainments which make up what is known 
ua civilisation. They were also wholly un- 
organised, untrained ins the art of self- 
government, and almost unstirred by that. 
national impulse which was now supplied 
by the progressive races of Europe with 
their driving-power. On the Croats, who 
are not included im this estimate, being 
marked with strong individuality per- 
tocated with Western ideas,-and proud of 
the historic part they bad- played for 
cCOnuurt n the history of ‘South-Kastern 
Europe, the Magyars wisely and oppor- 
tunely mestowed a large measure of home 
rule and a Parliament in vAgram.
